It is, Indeed- 

"Small Beer, la it?" — asks our locnl 
contemporary, and then expends over 
a column of froth in an amusing at- 
tempt to convince the public that it is 
very strong beer. In order to blaoken 
the reputation of SirHufjhAllon.it 
lias descended to the most wanton 
misrepresentation of facts. For instance, 
it represents Sir Hugh as "confessing" 
that ho ' 'subsidize! 1 , -vith a liberal hand, 
newspaper editors, newspaper proprie- 
tors, priests, and lawyers." Now 
this is not true: and, besides being un- 
tiU3,itis a lib 1 upon the French Cana- 
dian priesthood. Sir Hugh did Bay, 
•'L went to the country through winch 
the road would pass, and called on 
many of the inhabitants. I visited the 
priests, and made friends of them, and 
1 employed agents to go among the 
principal people and talk it up. I then 
began to hold public meetings, and 
attended to them myself, making fre- 
quent speeches to them in French, 
showing them where their true inter- 
ests lay." Is there anything hero to 
justify the assertion that the priests 
■were bribed with money ? On the con- 
trary, it is plain from the test that the 
influence employed was argument, not 
gold. He convinced them that itwaa 
to their interest to have the road built. 
That Sir Hugh did employ money for 
the purpose of influencing the press is 
undoubted. But, while regretting that 
there should be a venal press open to 
such influences, and while regretting 
that Sir Hugh should have conceived 
't necessary to use a degenerate press 
lor such an object, was that press any 
worse than our local contemporary ? 
and was the conduct of Sir Hugh in 
subsidizing that press any worse than 
the conduct of the local Government 
in paying away large sums of money 
for the purpose of subsidizing our lo- 
cal contemporary to misrepresent facts 
and defend wrong-doing? Two blacks, 
we are aware, don't make a white. But 
of the two, the local ca^e is undoubted- 
ly the blackest . The local Grit editor 
affects holy horror at the idea of Sir 
Hugh having expended considerable 
sums of money in negotiating the huge 
enterprise, although it now turns out 
that, in one instance at least, the Grits 
outdid him at that game; but we 
would remind this same prudish editor 
of his own experience in railway nego- 
tiations. It is but a few months since 
he, himself, formed a miniature railway 
ring and hurried off to New York and 
Ottawa, to the neglect of his Legisla- 
tive duties, for the purpose of working 
it out. The members of that ring are 
our witnesses that he made 
them" bleed," and that very freely, as 
the expenditure of comparatively 
large sums in influencing persons and 
newspapers was represented as being 
essential to the success of the scheme. 
We are not aware whether ho produced 
vouchers in order to satisfy his dupe's 
as to the bona fides of the expendi- 
tures; but we do know that the "ring" 
never became sufficiently formidable 
either to make its "competition" worth 
"annulling" orits"acquiescence"worUi 
"purchasing." Ah! That's the rub. 
Amor DeSe failed even in attracting 
the attention of Sir Hugh, much less 
come under those gentle influences 
he now professes so much contempt 
for; and now he bites at the great rail- 
way man. "Cease, viper; you gnaw a 
file." But, as we stated in a former 
article, Sir Hu^h needs no defence at 
ourbands. Least of all does he need 
to be defended against the attacks of a 
"penny whistle." The attempt to 
prove tho Knight of Ravenscraig "in- 
famous" by quoting from journals op- 
posed to him, is rather good. Suppose 
Sir John A. Mcdonald or any other 
member of his Government were tried 
by the same rule, what depth of "in- 
famy" would they not have reach* dj 
"Well, our contemporary haa at lasi 
thrown oil* the mask, and come out in 
its true colors. It was to be expected 
that Sir Hugh would come in for a 
largo share of abuse from Ontario, both 
because Ontario is largely Grit, and 
because it did not get its own way in 
the Pacific Railway scheme. But, that 
there should bo found in British Col- 
umbia a journal prepared to cast in its 
lot with the Grits of Ontario, in abus- 
ing the man who is at the head of an 
enterprise upon which hinges our pros- 
perity, does seem inexplicable. Yetsoitb. 
As for the intimation that it was proposed 
to make a gratuitous distribution of the 
8850,000 alluded to, and of which Mr. 
Nathan was to rucpi.vo $50,000, however 
flattering to Mr. Nathan's influence ti,« 
suggestion might be, we nmat protest 
against such an absurdity. The ca.no was 
simply this: Sir Hugh, and those associ- 
ated with him in the matter, proposed 
holding tho whole thing in their own 
hands. But Sir Hugh became convinced 
that it would he necessary to distribute 
$850,000 of stock, as intimated; and to 
meet that ho proposed that thoy should 
relinquish stock as follows: 

"C. M. Smith $250,000 

G. W. MoMullen 250,000 

Hugh Allan 350,000 



8850,000" 

That is to nay, instead nf holding the 
wliolo of the stock themselves, thoy must 
bo Content to allow the parties designated 
to hold the amount spociiied. Tho sug- 
gestion that the stock was to pass to those 
parties as a free gift is something too ab- 
surd to be entitled to remark. As for the 
maudlin nonesonso about "white-washing 
Mr. Nathun" is order to "cleanse him of 
tho stain which his friend, Sir Hugh 
Alhm has cast upon his character," that 
is altogether beneath our notico. The 
wholo matter may bo oxiuosuod in the sitt 
glo word. J i' " — 



ALetter from thie Under Sec- 
retary for the Colonies 

Mr. Knatchbull-Hiigesson -writes as fol- 
lows to tho Times: — 

Sir,— I shall bo obliged if you will al- 
low mo to make two corrections in your 
report of my speech yesterday upon tho 
Canada Loan Hill. 

1. I stated tho subsidy about to bo 
givon to tho Pacific Railway by the Do- 
minion Government not as $40,000,000, 
but as 30,000,000; although tho loan is for 
the larger sum. 

2. I stated, not that Canada could 
still, if Hhejpleasod.advaneo claims against 
tho United Stutoson account of the l'Vuian 
raids, but that Great Britain, having set- 
tled the mutter between Canada cud her- 
self, might do so "to-morrow" if she 
ohooao. 

Perhaps you will allow mo to add that 
I never soid anything so ''innocent" as 
that this guarantee "could not be a bribe 
because the Canadian Government pro- 
posecd it;" dim, having ad verted to the 
fact that the proposal came from the Cana- 
dian Government, and defined a "bribe" 
according to my idea, 1 combated the 
notion that this was in tho nature of a 
"bribe" on other grounds, stating that 
tho guarantee was not a consideration 
given for services, which wo believed 
would havo been rendered without any 
consideration of the kind, but that it was 
asked and granted as tho settlement of a 
separate question between the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Canada. which 
tho latter desired to have settled at 
the same time with tho Treaty of Wash- 
ington.

Great Britain. 

London, July 9th. — In the House of 
Commons lust evening Henry Richard, 
member for Merthyr t Tydvil, and Secre- 
tary for tho London Peace Society, moved 
that, in the opinion of the House, Her 
Majesty's Government should communi- 
cate with foreign Powers for the purpose 
of improving International law, with a 
view of establishing arbitration as a re- 
sort for the settlement of differences be- 
tween nations. ;ltiehard,in support of his 
motion, stated that he had received a 
large number of letters from America, ex- 
pressing sympathy with his proposition. 
He proceeded to show that the danger of 
war kept four millions of men armed an- 
nually in Europe, rendering necessary a 
taxation of $2,000,000,000, and the pay- 
ment, of a yearly interest on war debts of 
$750,000,000, Iu addition to this, the value 
of the labor drawn from industry was es- 
timated to ho SI. 250,000,000. * In Ger- 
many, the conscription forced an cniigra- 
tion which was depopulating the conn- 
try; and Russia, Franco and Italy were 
financially crippled by the expense of 
their enormous war establishments. 

Gladstone opposed the motion. He 
argued that it would defeat its object, be- 
cause the continental nations held differ- 
ent views on the subject. Ho asked the 
gentleman to withdraw his motion. 

Richurd declined to withdraw the mo- 
tion, and the House divided. The divi- 
sion resulted in a tie— 98 to US. The 
Speaker gave the casting vote in favor of 
tho motion, which was adopted.

of the Capture of 
Khiva 



| cV TE1 EGUAPH. | 

LoN-nnN. July loth. The "Herald" 
correspondent at Scheikarik, River Ox- 
us, June 4tll (old style), on the staff of 
General Kaufimann, telegraphs details 
of the military operations prior to the 
capture of Khiva. The dispatch was 
delayed nt Orenburg, owing to the in- 
ability to wire i; foreign language. 
General Kauffmann crossed the Oxus 
June 1st, with ten pieces uf artillery, 
two mitrailleuse's, 150 infantry, and 
(iOU cavalry, having passed Adaii Knl- 
gan May 14th. Water being scaice, 
camels were sent back for a supply, 
causing a delay of one week. Gener- 
al Kauffinanu attacked Adaiiikurseluna- 
mand, and repulsed the famous brig- 
and, Sadik Vtiltak. Suffering terribly 
from the wunt of water, Kauffmann 
pushed forward, reaching Ooekoh on 
the Oxus, skirmishing all the way the 
last twenty miles. He reached water 
and charged tho Turkomans, captur- 
ing eleven boats. Fo' lowing the river 
for fifty miles, arrived opposite this 
station. On May 28th, at a strong fort 
on the left bank, General Golooasohoff 
opened fire and silenced the Khivan 
gnus. Meantime MacGaban had wan- 
dered in the desert from point to 
point, on uncertain information, fol- 
lowing in the wake of the army until 
two of his horses died from hunger 
and thirst. He finally reached the 
Oxus May 28th. The Klin-ars offered 
submission, and Kauffman crossed, 
captured bouts, and was met by a 
friendly proclamation. The inhabi- 
tants brought bread, fruits, etc., for 
which the Rnssisna paid enormous 
prices, having lived for the past week 
on black biscusts. After biking Fort 
KassonBch, June 4th, ten miles from 
the river, nnd frtrty from Khiva, the 
troops camped in gardens tilled with ripe 
fruit. The whole availabe force, sixty 
thousand, then continued to move on 
Khiva, with a certain prospect of bril- 
liant success.

13e it ENAOTf.D by the Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Viutori;! uh follows: 

1. It slMil.1 be tuo duty of the Clerk of the Municipal Council of 
this Corpora io ) : 

(a) To eoaveus till special meetings of the Municipal Council: 

(b) To attend all meetings of the Municipal Council, whether regula 
cr special, and take and enter proper minutes of tho proceedings of 
nil eu'ch meetings, and prepare and draw up in proper form all re- 
solutions proposed or suggested at any such meeting. 

(c) To give ihd necessary and proper notices to tho Councillors of all 
meetings of the Municipal Council except regular adjourned meet- 
ings, and to state in such notices tho subject matter of the business 
for which the meeting is called: 

(d) To conduct all the correspondence of tho Municipal Council sub- 
ject to tho control and direction of the Mayor and Council: 

.(e) To prepare and complete all such agreements and contracts be- 
tween the Corporation and any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, as may from time to time be required, and all bonds and 
securities to he required by any officer of or contractor with tho 
Corporation : 

(f) To prosecute or defend, under tho direction of tho Mayor and 
Council, all actions, suits and proceedings by or against the Cor- 
poration or in any manner affecting tho property or rights of the 
Corporation : 

(g) To keep proper books of accounts and records of the transactions, 
receipts, payments, and property of the Corporation in such man- 
ner and form as shall from time to time be required by the Finance 
Committee of the Municipal Council. 

(h) To do and perform all uuch other acts and duties as aro imposed 
upon him by any of the acts, ordinances or by-laws now in force or 
•which may properly be included in or relate to the duties of the 
Clerk of the Municipal Council of the Corporation: 

(i) To give and execute to tho Corporation forthwith, and from time 
to time, such security by way of bond or bonds for the true and 
faithful performance of his duties as herein defined as shall bo re- 
quired and approved by the Mayor and Council. 

51. The remuneration of such Clerk of the Municipal Council for 

the true and faithful performance of the duties hereinbefore deiiu- 

ed shall be at the rate of $1080 per annum. 
Duties of the Clerk of the Police Court. 

3. It shall bo the duty of the Clerk of the Police Couit for the 
City of Victoria: 

(a) To take down and enter in the Charge Book all charges preferred 
and being or reasonably supposed to be within the jurisdiction of 
the Polic 3 Magistrate for, iiie said City, and also to write out and 
issue all informations, summonses, warrants and other process re- 
quired to be written out and issued from tho said Police (Joint. 

(b) To attend the Police Magistate for the said City at the Police 
Court whenever required arid take down and properly attest the 
depositions and evidence that may be given in each case coming 
before such Police Magistrate, and make out, enter, and record all 
remands, convictions, commitments and orders of such Polico Ma- 
gistrate : 

(c) To receive all fines imposed by such Police Magistrate and all fees 
payable urion any process or proceedings issued or taken under his 
authority, and keep an account thereof in a cash book to bo kept for 
that purpose, and to pay over all such fines and fees to the Collec- 
tor of the said Corporation when and ho often as the sums so re- 
ceived shall amount to §100, and to take the receipt of the said Col- 
lector for the same. 

(d) To do and perform all such other acts and duties belong to the 
office of the Clerk of the Police Court for the said City and reason- 
ably required by the said Police Magistrate, and in the perform- 
ance of all or any of the duties hereinbefore defined, to act under 
the instructions of such Police Magistrate. 

(e) To give and execute to the Corporation forthwith, and from time to 
time such security by way of bond or bonds for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties as herein defined as shall be required and approv- 
ed by the Mayor and Council.
